Pence said income surpassed 
expense by $2,055.27 in Janu­ 
ary, by $735.98 in February 
and by $7,285.55 in March.

from the newly formed Marin 
County Parks and Recreation 
Commission. 


OTHER APPLICATIONS 
Commission chairman James 
Fletcher “strongly urged” the 
board to make the application. 
He said other governmental 
agencies, including the state 
Srtiall Craft Harbor Division, 
are making applications. 
Reed Union School District 
already has made application 
for the land. 
“The area is Ideally suited 
as a county park,” he said. 
“There’s 
900 
feet 
of sandy 
beach sheltered from the wind, 
and there is no water pollution 
problem. And there are boat­ 
ing facilities. As to the cost to 
taxpayers, the commission feels 
that the rental of concessions 
would pay for the use of the 
park and eventually for ac­ 
quisition.” 
He 
mentioned 
a 
bait and tackle shop, restau­ 
rant and boat rentals. 


BENEFIT TO COUNTY 
T he whole thing, Fletcher 
said, “will be of great benefit 
to boating and recreation in 
the county. Besides it is not on 
the tax rolls now.” 
“It was once,” shot back 
Fusselman. 
“prior to World 
War II. The property should 
be offered to the former own 
ers. If they are entitled to it 
and don’t get it, then we have 
to find out how much it will 
cost and where we’ll get the 
money. And we should pay the 
real value for it.” 
“I don’t want to be a party 
to any injustice, but we’re op­ 
erating under a deadline—May 
15,” Fletcher said. 
NO BUDGETED FINDS 
Fusselman then pointed out 
that there is no fund in the 
proposed 1959-60 budget for 
recreation, in spite of a possi­ 
ble nine-cent increase in the 
tax rate. 
Alvin Lang, a San Francisco 
jeweler and resident of Para­ 
dise Cove, who W n s three and 
one-half acres adjacent to the 
annex, said the county would 
get more money in taxes if the 
region 
were 
developed 
in 
hbmes. He lashed at the idea 
of a park, saying the pilings 
on a pier are rotten, and that 
large boats create big waves 
hazardous 
to 
anyone 
using 
beaches in the area. 
Dr. Fenimore Cady Jr. of 
3370 Paradise drive backed up 
Lang. “I think the area should 
be residential.” he said. “If it 
becomes a park, it will just be 
another one for San Francisco.” 
He said a letter is forthcoming 
from the Paradise Property 
Owners Assn. in opposition to 
the park plan.

WASHINGTON Lfl — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said today 
Mrs. Clare Boothe Luce’s use­ 
fulness as ambassador to Bra­ 
zil has not been damaged in 
any major way by her row with 
Sen. Wayne Morse (D-Ore.). 
The President told a news 
conference that he had a tele­ 
phone survey made yesterday 
—after Mrs. Luce hit out ver­ 
bally at Morse— and concluded 
that she will be welcome in 
Brazil. 
The Senate gave Mrs. Luce a 
thumping 79-11 vote of confir­ 
mation yesterday despite bit­ 
ter opposition by Morse. 
Mrs. Luce then 
said her 
troubles 
began when Morse 
was “kicked in the head by a 
horse.” 
To tfhich Morse re­ 
plied that her rem ark was “con­ 
sistent with an old, old pat­ 
tern of emotion instability” on 
Mrs. Luce’s part. 
Some Democratic senators 
who had voted for confirma­ 
tion of the nomination saW that 
if they had to do it over again 
they would vote against her. 
And Mrs. Luce’s husband, 


Henry R. Luce of the Time- 
Life-Fortune

pire, said in New York he had 
asked his wife to resign the 
ambassadorship because of the 
criticism. 
It was against this back­ 
ground that Eisenhower was 
asked whether he thought Mrs.

West Agrees

ROAMING THE WORLD 
Scooter Vagabond 


Pauses In Marin 


The United States has the 
best roads in the world, but it’s 
hard for a vagabond to pick 
up a living in this country. 
Authority for those state­ 
ments is Cesare Battaglini, 30, 
of Bologna, Italy and points 
east, west, north and south. 
He should know. He has 
been in 124 countries on a 
round-the-world tour by mo­ 
tor scooter. 
Yesterday, he was in San Ra­ 
fael, to meet Mayor John F. 
Mclnnis, to be interviewed by 
the press and tour Marin with 
Leon C. Smith, general man­ 
ager here of J. E. French Co. 
Smith got in the act because 
his company has been named 
distributor for the Lambretta 
motor scooter. That’s the kind 
Battaglini has ridden almost 
around the world. 
Battaglini holds a doctor’s 
degree in economics. But after 
teaching one year at Bologna 
College, he turned vagabond 
for a motor scooter tour of Eu­ 
rope, the Middle East and In­ 
dia. 
That was in 1954. 
He 
liked it so w«ell that he decid­ 
ed to see the world by scooter. 
On July 15, 1956, he left Bo­ 
logna. 
And he hasn’t been 
home since. 
With him on the Lambret­ 
ta, the teacher - tumed-trav- 
eler carries 250 pounds of

baggage: tent, sleeping bag, 
tools, spare parts, clothing, 
etc. 
“ I carry all with me,” he ex­ 
plained in halting English (one 
of his eight languages). “ Noth­ 
ing by train.” 
Something 
of 
a 
walking 
world road map, Battaglini re­ 
ported the roads are very bad 
in Central A f r i c a — “ some­ 
times no road in Congo; have 
to take ferry.” 
They are bad 
also in Australia’s great cen­ 
tral desert (although it’s a 
“ very easy desert,” with wa­ 
ter tanks along the roadside 
and a motel every 250 miles). 
In Colombia and Panama, there 
just aren’t any roads through 
jungles and over mountains. 
Lack of a road is all that 
stops the little six-horsepower 
scooter, according to Batta­ 
glini. 
On it, he motored over 
a 14,000-foot Andean pass from 
Chile to Argentina— “ no trou­ 
ble at all.” 
The roads are bad in Red 
China, too, reported Batta­ 
glini. 
But that wasn’t his 
principal trouble there. “The 
police is bad. Every 10 or 15 
miles they stop you, check 
passport. 
The people don’t 
know a thing.” 
Battaglini was unable to of­ 
fer a comparison from the So­ 
viet Union. He said he had ap­ 
plied twice for a visa to tour 
Russia an<^ been turned down 
both times. “ I guess they don’t 
like me,” he remarked. 
Next to those in the United 
States, the roads in Europe are 
the best. 
But South America 
is Battaglini’s choice. He made 
money traveling there, doing 
commercial stunts for oil com­ 
panies, etc. 
“The United States is very 
hard,” he said, shaking his 
head. 
“Nobody help.” 
To raise funds here, he is 
giving 
lectures 
to 
Italian 
groups during a two-week Bay 
Area stay, and selling copies 
of his book, “ Diario di Viaggo,” 
wTitten in Italian. 
He also 
writes for three Italian news­ 
papers. 
From the Bay Area, he will 
head for Canada. In about 
three months, he expects to be 
back home in Italy. 
Will he settle down then? 
“Boy, I don’t know now!” 
exclaimed the doctor of ec­ 
onomics who has been five 
years a vagabond.

Dulles of the Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency described th e 
situation in Iraq as “the most 
dangerous in the world.” Sen. 
J. W. Fulbright (D.-Ark.), be­ 
fore whose Senate Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee Dulles ap­ 
peared, agreed with that evalu­ 
ation.

Coin Device Will Tell 


You If You're Drunk

FRANKFURT, Germany (UPI) 
— Tankard tippers in Frank­ 
furt have substituted “Take a 
Blood Test” for the old drink­ 
er’s motto: “One More for the 
Road.” 
In the opinion of those famil­ 
iar with German taverns, it 
had to happen. 
Now occupying the place of 
honor alongside the juke box, 
the slot machine and the cig­ 
arette vender in five local tav­ 
erns are “blood-test” devices. 
For 50 pfennigs — 12 cents 
— anyone can discover the al­ 
cohol content of his blood be­ 
fore driving home. 
, 
If the dial slides past the 1.5 
pro mille critical point, the ad­ 
vice is to “take a taxi or wait 
a while with a cup of coffee.” 
The 1.5 pro mille mark has 
just been introduced into Ger­ 
man law. Anyone with more 
than 1.5 cubic centimeters of 
alcohol to each 1,000 cubic cen­ 
timeters of blood in his body is, 
in the eyes of the law, intoxi­ 
cated and unfit to drive. 
And drunken drivers receive 
notoriously heavy penalties in 
Germany. Loss of driving li­ 
cense for five years is the least 
one can expect. With the help 
of the new machine, however, 
no one need drive while drunk, 
even if he doesn’t f e e l as 
though he’s under the influ­ 
ence. 
The machine is called “Alco- 
lex,” and it works this way: 


Before putting 50 pfennigs in 
the slot, three levers have to be 
adjusted. 
One of them is for register­ 
ing just how many tankards 
have been tipped. The chart 
for this lever has markings for 
a variety of spirits, beer and 
cider. 
Once this has been figured 
and set correctly, lever num­ 
ber two is adjusted to the time 
in which said liquid was con­ 
sumed. 
Lever number three is set 
at the weight of the person tak­ 
ing the test. 
Afer all this — the taverns 
report there have been cases 
were the person hasn’t been up 
to setting the dials — the coin 
is dropped in the slot and, be­ 
fore you have time to take an­ 
other gulp, you know if you’re 
intoxicated or not. 
Besides telling you if you’re 
legally drunk, the machine al­ 
so works out just how long it 
will be before you’re sober 
again. 
On the front of the machine 
is the inscription: 
“Be careful. Don’t risk your 
driving license, your personal 
freedom, your insurance pro­ 
tection, your health, your life 
and that of others. Test your 
condition before you steer your 
auto.”

Amendments Bog Down

in a maze of amendments yes­ 
terday. All action on it was 
delayed one week. 
Marin Sen. John F. McCarthy, 
author of the legislation, sub­ 
mitted a series of changes in­ 
cluding one which would keep 
the Golden Gate 
Bridge 
and 
Highway District in operation 
as a separate entity at least un­ 
til repayment of all bonded in­ 
debtedness is assured. 
Another of his amendments 
would repay to the counties of 
the d i s t r i c t approximately 
$400,000 which 
county resi­ 
dents paid in bridge taxes dur­ 
ing the early 
years 
of 
the 
bridge district. 
The 
senator 
earlier 
h a d 
agreed that the authority ini­ 
tially would have control over 
only the bridges, with negotia­ 
tions to come later on the air­ 
ports and seaports. 
Sen. Nathan F. Coombs of 
Napa had an amendment which 
would remove the Golden Gate 
Bridge and Highway 
District 
from the authority 
entirely. 
He also proposed an amend­ 


ment which 
would 
eliminate 
Napa County from the nine- 
county authority. 
Sen. 
J o h n 
F. 
Thompson 
would 
eliminate 
Santa Clara 
County from the authority. 
Sen. Luther E. Gibson of Val­ 
lejo would eliminate the Car- 
quir.ez Bridge, 
the 
proposed 
Martinez-Benicia 
Bridge 
and 
deletes Solano County from the 
authority. 
Sen. Richard J. Dolwig of 
Redwood City would delete all 
reference 
to 
cooperation be­ 
tween the authority and rapid 
transit. 
Sen. J. Eugene McAteer of 
San Francisco 
proposed that 
the authority be restricted to 
transportation and rapid transit 
alone. 
Sen. Carl L. Christensen of 
Humboldt asked if the district 
originally had been designed 
to return profit from the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge to the counties 
of the district. 
B r i d g e general 
manager 
James Adam answered that or­ 
iginally this was in the bridge 
legislation but that in 1940 the 
Legislature 
had 
deleted this 
section of the act. Adam call­ 
ed it “breaking faith” with the 
people who had voted the dis­ 
trict into existence. (He didn’t 


mention he was lobbyist of the 
bridge district at that time and 
pushed the change through the 
Legislature.) 


The Senate Transportation 
Committee took no action on 
any of the amendments yester­ 
day, although it is usual auto­ 
matically to approve author’s 
amendments. They will all be 
considered next Tuesday morn­ 
ing.

Public, Union Members 
Should Watch Labor Bills 


Both the public and the rank and file 
members of organized labor should 
watch closely what is happening to labor 
legislation both 
in 
Sacramento 
and 
Washington. Both the public and the 
union member may be in jeopardy. 
Last week the Senate in Washington 
balked at details of the Kennedy-Irving 
Labor bill. They tossed off Senator John 
F. Kennedy’s leadership to embrace the 
Labor Bill of Rights proposed by Sen­ 
ator John L. McClellan, chairman of the 
Senate Rackets Committee. McClellan 
had seen how rackets flourished (see 
adjacent article), and he introduced a 
series of measures to protect the work­ 
ing man against imposition and manipu­ 
lation by his leaders. 
But Kennedy, who wants to be Presi­ 
dent and figures he needs the support 
of Big Labor, rallied his forces to defeat 
the McClellan amendments on the sec­ 
ond try. 
One of those who rallied was Senator 
Hubert gumphrey, who also wants to 
be President. When the first roll was 
called, Humphrey was listed as absent 
from the Senate on “official business.” 
The “official business” was a political 
tour of the West. When he heard of the 
uprising, he wrote a flowery telegram to 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown saying he was 
sorry he had to cancel out California, 
and he rushed back to the Capitol. 
Meanwhile, Senator Lyndon Johnson, 


Democratic kingpin, came up with his 
own labor maneuver. He’d like to be 
President too. He proposed an unem­ 
ployment commission which is to study 
the facts and causes of unemployment 
and report in two months. 
If Johnson wanted the answers, not 
the notoriety, he could get the same in­ 
formation from the Bureau of Labor Sta­ 
tistics in a few hours. 
His motives, 
which are discussed quite openly in Cap­ 
itol cloakrooms, include gaining popu­ 
larity for himself, stampeding Congress 
into money-spending bills based on un­ 
employment, putting through measures 
(which many Democrats don’t want pass­ 
ed either) so that President Eisenhower 
will have to veto them. 
In Sacramento, Governor Brown also 
has knuckled under to labor and an­ 
nounced support for major increases in 
workmen’s 
compensation, 
unemploy­ 
ment and disability benefits. Brown 
knows that some labor leaders are 
smarting under other labor legislation 
he is proposing. Perhaps it would be 
politic to toss them a bone. He calls the 
series of increases he proposed, all of 
which would be raised by increased em­ 
ployer contributions only, “a good bread 
and butter approach to our social insur­ 
ance program.” 
"Those are some of the labor matters 
before your state and federal legisla­ 
tors. They deserve your attention.

“And all the little boys have 
their hair shaved — as if for 
ringworm. There is nothing 
wrong with it. But why do 
they all have to do it? It is 
so uniform.” 


Too much conformity of 
any kind seems s t e r i l e to 
Braine, a self-educated writer 
who had to quit school at 16. 
In 1951 he gave up a “good 
safe ^job” a r a $28-a-week li­ 
brarian to try his luck as a 
writer. 


THERE, HE recalled, 
he 
sometimes had to pawn his 
best pair of trousers to raise 
the price for a meal, but at 
least “I had ceased to remain 
a prisoner of my own tim­ 
idity.” 
“Once you’ve been on your 
beam ends in a strange city, 
you’re not frightened of any­ 
thing after that. 
Braine is quietly proud of 
his working class origin. But 
as to being one of Britain’s 
“angry young men,” he said: 
“It’s nonsense. 


HE HOPES, he said, to build 
a whole fictional world around 
the life of his time. 
“I don’t know how many 
books it will take. Because 
I don’t know how long I’ll 
live,” he said. “I write slowly 
— in longhand, and I write 
three drafts of each book. 
“To me the only reliable 
pleasure is work. You are 
born to do your job. 
“If you don’t do it, you 
might as well be dead.”

Women Voters League Can Do Real 


Service In Spotlighting Constitution 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)— The 
California League of Women 
Voters, which was in conven­ 
tion in Sacramento last week, 
is looking into the California 
Constitution with the idea of’ 
emphasizing the useless verbi­ 
age, duplicatiqps and other in­ 
consistencies in this much be­ 
rated document. 
To portray more vividly the 
anachronisms contained in the 
document, the chapters of the 
league in various parts of the 
state put on a contest display­ 
ing by pantomime the more 
peculiar provisions of the con­ 
stitution. All in fun, of course, 
it actually lambasted the peo­ 
ple of the state for permitting 
such 
inconsistencies in the 
document under which people 
of this modern day and age 
are supposed to live. 


FOR INSTANCE, there was 
a pantomime showing how 
people in California can lose 
their right to vote or hold of­ 
fice in this state if they send 
or accept a challenge to a duel 
with deadly weapons. 
This 
won third prize for Bakers­ 
field in the contest of a field 
of 20 chapters displaying use­ 
less sections. 
The 
Monterey 
Peninsula 
chapter was puzzled by the 
fact that two sections are con­ 
cerned with social welfare, 
with these two sections al­ 
most identical, and each con­ 
taining a 47-line sentence of 
more than 500 words. 


THE MODESTO chapter por­ 
trayed the provision in the 
constitution which approves 
trusts and Estates for Stan­ 
ford University, and exempts 
these funds from state taxa­ 
tion, even though general pro­ 
visions exist concerning tax 
exemption for all colleges and 
universities. 
There is a section in the 
document, portrayed by Palos 
Verdes Estates, which threat­ 
ens any public official with 
loss of his job if he accepts a 
railroad pass. 


The Merced chapter won­ 
ders if it is necessary to have 
a 
constitutional 
guarantee 
against the election-day arrest 
of voters who haven’t commit­ 
ted a felony or treason, or 


haven’t 
broken 
the 
peace. 
Theoretically, at least, it’s a 
wide-open day to commit mis­ 
demeanors with immunity. 


IT’S BEEN KNOWN for a 
long time that the California 
constitution is a hodge-podge 
of additions and substitutions. 
However, there so far has 
be%en no definite effort to cor­ 
rect the situation, call a con­ 
stitutional 
convention 
and 
submit a new and modern do­ 
cument to the people of the 
State of California 
for 
ap­ 
proval. 
Patently, 
the members of 
the California League of Wo­ 
men Voters will be serving a 
good cause if they can get 
some interest stirred up on 
making necessary changes in 
the constitution. 


Thanks to him 
Congress now has a bill creat­ 
ing a new federal government 
program, under which we can 
hope to learn the answers to 
these and many other equally 
exciting questions about fish.

Hot Scramble Doesn't Mean That 


Somebody Is Over-Cooking Eggs 


IN THE I-J’S daily list of 
$re calls there sometimes ap­ 
pears an item like this: “Ham­ 
ilton Air Force Base — fire 
trucks stood by during ‘hot 
scramble’.” 


We would like to explain 
that this does not indicate that 
the firemen rushed to the gal­ 
ley because somebody was 
over-zealous in cooking eggs. 
Nor yet that they went to the 
office of the base newspaper, 
the “Scramble,” because an 
issue was hot off the press. 


A scramble is the process 
of getting a plane or planes 
into the air, usually, in time 
of peace, for training pur­ 
poses. 
A “hot scramble,” however, 
Is something else again. They 
mean business. 


HOT S C R A M B L E S are 
touched off when some object, 
generally an aircraft, appears 
on the radar screen where it 
has no business being. 


The alert squadron at Ham­ 
ilton “scrambles” aircraft — 
in most cases where there is 
a single unidentified object, 
two planes take off — to 
check out the object. 


And they don’t fool around 
about it. They are fully armed 
and ready to shoot the object 
down if doesn’t pass inspec­ 
tion. 


We can’t help feeling a 
pang for the pilot who has 
strayed from his course and 
blundered unknowingly in­ 
to the Hamilton 
defense 
area, and suddenly finds a 
couple of F-104 Starfighters 
bearing down on him, Side­ 
winder missiles at the ready. 


Incidentally, having the fire 
trucks and ambulance stand 


by is a routine part of th® 
“hot scramble” procedure. 


A COMMITTEE of the No­ 
vato Advisory Council f o r 
Education has completed a 
survey of the p r o b l e m of 
double sessions in schools. 
Concluding that double ses­ 
sions definitely are detriment­ 
al to the process of education, 
the committee made a list of 
recommendations which may 
be boiled down to these: 
1. Double sessions can only

agencies which have a hand in 
it, each taking enough time in 
connection with a school con* 
struction proposal to cause ex­ 
tended delay in building. 
3. At the local level, teachp 
ers and parents should co­ 
operate to minimize the detri­ 
mental effects of double ses­ 
sions. Teachers should keep 
parents advised as to work in 
progress at school, with par­ 
ents giving supplemental in­ 
struction and assistance at 
home. 
4. Get maximum effect!** 
ness from teachers by reduc­ 
ing the amount of paper work 
they have to do, and adding 
enough teachers to give full­ 
est attention to children on 
double sessions. 
The report was turned over 
to Novato school superintend­ 
ent William J. J. Smith, who 
promised it will get full c o * 
sideration. 


ABOUT RACKETS PROBE 
Voters Should Read 
Book About Labor

WASHINGTON (UPD—Right 
now would be a good time for 
the voters to read a book. 


Recommended reading for 
today is a newly-published re­ 
port on the Senate rackets in­ 
vestigation conducted under 
the committee chairmanship 
of Sen. John L. McClellan (D- 
Ark.). 


The title of the book is 
“Power Unlimited—The Cor­ 
ruption of Union Leadership,” 
by Sylvester Petro, published 
by the Ronald Press, New 
York. The prices is $5 which 
wi l l discourage readership 
among the readers. There are 
no pictures, a further handi­ 
cap to mass circulation. 


THERE 
ARE 
SINS 
and 
scandals in this book, how­ 
ever, beyond belief. They are 
as shocking as the revelations 
in “Confidential,” and such 
publications which entrance 
some readers. 


These are not scandals of 
the bedroom and the gin mills, 
but of the underworld jungle 
in which bad apple 
labor 
unions captained by strong- 
arm hoodlums and their as­ 
sociates prey on employers, 
employes and the public like 
a tom cat in a bird’s nest. 


Not all unions, far from 
most, are so tagged. But a 
trend of pattern of violence, 
coercion, mayhem, arson and 
blackmail i£ well disclosed in 
some areas of union-employer 
relationships’. 


THE AREA IS SO large, the 
violence so brutal as to raise 
substantially the question of 
whether the public peace is 
shattered by this kind of do­ 
mestic warfare. 


All of this is part of the 
philosophical background of 
the proceedings now under 
way. in the U. S. Senate. The 
Senate is considering labor 
legislation 
under 
circum­ 
stances of dispute and dis­ 
agreement. 


Especially 
in 
dispute 
is 
whether the new labor legis­ 
lation should provide protec­ 


tion for the public, for work­ 
ers and for employers. This 
protection would be against 
those elements of organized 
labor which are in fact extor­ 
tionist rackets operating with­ 
out 
much 
hindrance 
from 
present law. 


THOSE 
E M P L O Y E R S , 
workers and the public who 
have been victimized by hood­ 
lum unioneers are not them­ 
selves organized. They are nu­ 
merous but they are no pres­ 
sure group. 


Big labor is well organized, 
of course, well heeled and 
powerful. No crystal ball is 
necessary to foresee what is 
likely to happen when the 
chips are down. The question 
will be that of protecting th® 
public by imposing on all un­ 
ions certain curbs on conduct. 
Without such curbs, some un­ 
ions have been inclined to 
abuse their privileged status 
and to abuse some citizen em­ 
ployers 
and 
some 
citizen 
workers in the process. 


THE PRESSURE group of 
Big Labor almost certainly 
will have the votes to lick any 
proposition such as that. 


Whether that will be good 
or bad is a matter of opinion. 
The voters could get some 
facts on which to base his own 
opinion if he would read Pet- 
ro’s book.

building needs on the basis of 
populaifjn projections. 
In connection with the Con­ 
nell 
site condemnation,

board voted to continue nego­ 
tiations with the Connell fam­ 
ily, owners of the property, in 
the hope of arriving at an 
agreement 
before 
the 
suit 
comes to trial. 


NO AMOUNT 
No amount was mentioned 
for the possible bond issue.

Ehlen Blasts

John

Ehlen, 
Sausalito 
city attorney, today blasted 
the contention that City Coun­ 
cilman John E. Koenig Jr. is 
involved in a conflict of inter­ 
est in voting on sub-lease of 
the 
city-owned 
sandspit for 
commercial development. 
Ehlen, in a letter to Law­ 
rence Livingston Jr., landscape 
architect who was one of 13 
signers of a letter of protest 
to the city council against the 
sublease, conceded thsft Koe­ 
nig received $3 to $4 a year 
from Madden and Lewis, les­ 
sees of the sandspit, for insur­ 
ance on the portion which is 
to be sub-let. 
“This infinitesimal interest,” 
wrote the attorney, “calls for 
the application of the often- 
quoted maxim, ‘de minimi non 
curat lax’—the law disregards 
trifles.” 
Ehlen attacked the conflict 
of interest argument, saying: 
“The Simon-pure but complete­ 
ly impractical rule would . . . 
require that 
no councilman 
may own property in his own 
town . . . 
“I know of no public policy 
that requires that public offi­ 
cers may not properly vote in 
matters that affect them per­ 
sonally as remotely and indi­ 
rectly as the Madden and Lewis 
insurance policy affects Mr. 
Koenig.”

SACRAMENTO UPl — F a r - 
reaching legislation 
to 
over­ 
haul California’s property as­ 
sessment laws was proposed to­ 
day by Assemblyman Glenn E. 
Coolidge (R-Felton). 
Coolidge, who headed a Sen-1 
ate-Assembly committee study 
of the problem, introduced a 
constitutional amendment and 
a series of implementing bills. 
Together they would provide 
a new yardstick in the trouble­ 
some dispute between the state 
and the 58 counties on assess­ 
ment practices 
which 
deter­ 
mine property tax rates. 
The 
measures 
accept 
the 
findings but reject the recom- 
medations of the two-house 
committee. 
Utilities would be 
assessed 
by the state at 50 per cent of 
market value and local proper­ 
ty would be assessed by the 
counties at 25 per cent. 
Railroads and non-operating 
property, 
m o s t l y 
railroad 
would be scaled at 25 per cent, 
shifting some 12 million dollars 
in taxes to the other property 
taxpayers over a five-year per­ 
iod. 
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Reed Trustees Arrive 


At Tentative Budget 


Heeding a warning by Board 
Chairman Erwin Farley to “try 
to knock some cents off the 
present $2.10 tax rate” Reed 
Union School District trustees 
last night came up with a ten­ 
tative balanced budget, with 
$22,000 in reserve funds. 
Trustees approved hiring a 
librarian to handle the 2,000 
books owned by the district 
and 
“properly 
educate 
the 
children in use of books.” 
Supt. Paul R. Stouffer, Trus­ 
tees Ahleen Tresnon and Al­ 
fred J. Azedevedo held that 
“It would be a waste of tax 
dollars and time if we didn't 
hire a librarian.” 
The librarian’s salary would 
be 
approximately 
$5,600 to 
$5,800 annually. The district 
should also spend $2 per child 
for additional books and $500 
for supplies, Stouffer said. 
Trustees decided to use four 
Greyhound buses exclusively 
next year for transportation of 
children, to avoid the purchase 


of a new $14,000 school bus. 
Cost to the district would be 
$800 more in operating funds, 
but $14,000 in capital funds 
would be saved. 


“Our present three bus driv­ 
ers would be released for cus­ 
todial duties, eliminating the 
necessity of hiring additonal 
maintenance men which we 
need,” Farley said. 
Trustees approved a motion 
by Farley that a new budget 
be prepared to include a 2 per 
cent salary increase for the 
teaching staff, and a high pri­ 
ority for the $3,000 turfing 
project at Reed School. 
Trustees set May 12 as the 
date of the next budget dis­ 
cussion. 
Trustees 
also 
decided 
to 
change their meeting nights to 
the second and fourth Tuesday 
of 
each 
month. 
Previously, 
meetings were held on the sec­ 
ond Monday and fourth Tues­ 
day. 


Assembly Votes 
To End Fair Fund 


SACRAMENTO W—Gov. Ed- 
mund G. Brown’s bill to abolish 
the special State Fair and Ex­ 
position Fund cleared the As­ 
sembly today with bi-partisan 
support. The vote was 56-20 
The measure by Assembly­ 
man Thomas M. Rees 
(D Los 
Angeles) now goes to the pre­ 
dominantly rural senate, where 
it faces a tougher fight. 
The measure would transfer 
the $5,600,000 now in the fund 
to the state general fund, and 
put the state fair and county 
and district fairs under Legis­ 
lative budget control in the fu­ 
ture. The fairs get a major cut 
of the state’s horse-racing rev­ 
enues.

Ralph Guild Curtis, one of 
Belvedere’s best-loved citizens, 
died yesterday afternoon, ap­ 
parently of a heart attack, 
while preparing his boat to go 
sailing. 


He was 66. 


Semi-retired for two years, 
Curtis spent many an after­ 
noon in his Wood Pussy sail­ 
boat on the Belvedere Lagoon. 
He collapsed in the boat yes­ 
terday just as he prepared to 
shove off from the dock of his 
lagoon home at 30 Cove road. 


From his home frequently 
fletf the flag, of Hawaii, the 
territory where he was born 
in 1892, and a cocktail flag in­

neighbors 
and 
fellow 
sailors to partake of the hos­ 
pitality for which his home 
is noted. 


Curtis was a member of a 
pioneer Hawaii 
family. 
The 
town of Kurtistown near Hilo 
on the island of Hawaii was 
named after his father, A. G. 
Curtis, who was postmaster and 
general store owner there. He 
lived in Hawaii until his late 
teens, when he came to the 
United States. 


For 35 years he was in the 
parking garage • business. He 
was the retired owner of the 
A. G. Curtis Corp., which at 
one time owned a chain of 
downtown San Francisco park­ 
ing garages. 


He was also an active mem­ 
ber of the Belvedere communi­ 
ty, where he moved from San 
Francisco in 1951. He was a 
director of the Belvedere La­ 
goon Property Owners Assn., 
and in 1957 served as commo­ 
dore of the Belvedere Sailing 
Society, a small boat associa­ 
tion of Belvedere residents who 
sail on the lagoon. 


At the time of his death he 
was a city planning commis­ 
sioner. 


Said Planning Commission 
Chairman George Goddard to­ 
day: “We’re going to miss him. 
He was a very moderate guy, 
but he took a strong stand 
when it was needed, and that s 
unusual these days.”

Yacht Club and a vice presi­ 
dent of the San Francisco Gar­ 
age Owners Assn. 


Curtis is survived by his wife, 
Sally, a son, Russell Guild Cur­ 
tis, owner of the Yap Trading 
Co. on the island of Yap in the 
Caroline Islands; a sister, Mrs. 
Edna Curtis Halls of Honolulu, 
and a stepdaughter, Miss Jan­ 
et Aitken of San Francisco, a 
lawyer in the district attorney’s 
office in San Francisco. 


Private funeral services are 
pending at Russell and Gooch 
chapel in Mill Valley. 


The family has requested 
memorials be in the form of 
contributions to the Marin So­ 
ciety for Crippled Children and 
Adults.

DES MOINES, Iowa—A pret­ 
ty, 28-year-old Iowa woman, 
Mrs. Anne Anderson of Dcs 
Moines, will graphically demon­ 
strate a distinctive segment of 
the American way of life—the 
kitchen duties of a U.S. house­ 
wife—this summer in Moscow. 
She will be the demonstrator 
In charge of American kitchens 
of the present and the future 
when the six-week American 
National Exhibition in Moscow 
opens sometime in July. 
An associate editor of kitch­ 
ens and equipment for Better 
Homes & Gardens magazine, 
Mrs. Anderson will describe 
features and facts of the Whirl­ 
pool model modern kitchen and 
the Whirlpool Miracle Kitchen 
of Tomorrow, chosen by the 
U. S. Department of State and 
the U.S. Department of Com­ 
merce for the American Exhibi­ 
tion. 
The American-born daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Peter Sonopol 
of Argo, 111., Russian emigres 
to the U.S., Mrs. Anderson 
spoke little English until she 
entered primary school. 
She joined Better Homes & 
Gardens 
in 
1952 
following 
graduation from the University 
of Illinois, where she studied 
journalism and home econom­ 
ics. As an associate editor she 
develops 
story 
ideas, 
takes 
“scouting” trips throughout the 
nation looking for outstanding 
kitchens suitable for publica­ 
tion, supervises kitchen and 
equipment photography, helps 
to plan project kitchens, and 
travels to various appliance 
markets, 
conventions, 
a n d 
home shows looking up-to-date 
ideas and information on what 
trends are in store for today’s 
homemaker. She is married to 
Curtiss Anderson, special fea­ 
tures editor for the publica­ 
tion. 


As one of the few home eco­ 
nomists in the United States 
who 
speaks 
fluent 
Russian, 
Mrs. Anderson has in the past 
been called upon to serve as 
an interpreter for official So­ 
viet visitors. She was an inter­ 
preter for the first post-war 
Russian visitors—a delegation 
of Soviet farm and agricultural 
officials on their tour through 
the Tall Corn state. 


The two kitchens over which 
Mrs. Anderson will have charge 
are being sent to Moscow at the 
request of the U.S. govern­ 
ment. 
In the model modern 
kitchen, the people of Russia 
will see many of the time-sav­ 
ing and work-saving appliances 
available today to the Ameri­ 
can housewife. This kitchen, 
which will be displayed in an 
American urban dwelling unit 
being constructed on the exhib­ 
ition grounds, will be used by 
Mrs. Anderson and others on 
her staff to prepare favorite 
Russian and American recipes.

displays, 
films, publication, fine arts, and 
performing 
arts—a 
virtual 
“corner of America” in the 
heart of Moscow. 
President Eisenhower recent­ 
ly said the exhibition will be 
one way “to show the true 
image of America to the people 
of the Soviet Union.
